3. Import of items, not mentioned in the Schedules 
referred to above, will not be ordinarily allowed. 
However, if any of such items are essentially required 
and are not available indigenously, a case for import 
thereof may be considered on merits bv the Iron and 
Steel Controller, in consultation with tne Department 
of Iron and Steel. 

PROCEDURE FOR SUBMISSION OF APPLICA- 
TIONS : 

4. Applications for import licences should be made 
in the prescribed form, accompanied by requisite Trea- 
sury Challan showing payment of application fee, 
I.V.C. No. and other documents as may be necessary In 
terms of relevant policy /procedure.
